This is stated in a report prepared by principal Mr. G. 
L. Shee for Altona council’s Education Committee and 


released by Mayor 


Mr. Shee said it had been possible to cope this year 
only by the use of most drastic measures, “which are bad 


educationally”. 


He said he had to re- 
duce the number of form 
one classes from five to 
four which*resulted in the 


-average size of each class 


being increased from an 
average of 36 to an 
average of 45. 


“For form one pupils 
this is disastreys,” he 
said. ‘The problems that 
resulted were an increase 
in discipline problems, an 
increase in damage to 
_rooms and furniture, and 
“a need for more furniture 
to accommedate . the|" 
larger classes. 


“Individual attention 
has become impossible.”

“We should not let the 
opportunity slip by with- 
out passing a motion in 
support of fluoridation,” 
he said. 

Cr. Charlie Carlsson 
seconded the motion. He 
said he had spoken to a 
local doctor who had 
come from an_ English 
county where there was 
absolutely no tooth decay 
because of fluoridation. 


Cr. Harry Weaver said 
he would oppose the mo- 
tion, “I have checked with 
the MMBW and Victoria 
has the best water supply 
in Australia. 

“The present situation 
allows people to have a 
choice. If they want fluor- 





idation they can attach a 
fitting to their taps. 

“By voting for fluor- 
idation we will be taking 
the choice away from the 
people. People can buy 
fluoridation from 
chemists. there are also 
certain side effects.” 

Cr. Pat Lynch: “In- 
formation received is from 
the highest authorities and 
we must take some notice. 
Dentists have been making 
a packet because of the 
lack of fluoridation.” 

Cr. Doug Grant: “T've 
also consulted with a local 
dentist who felt that coun- 


cil should support this 
move.” 
_ Cr. Crofts: “Nobody 


doubts we have a good 
water supply, but we also 
have a right to support 
this proposal for the 
health of the people, 
“Fluoridation is nat pois- 
onous, it cannot affect the 


eyesight and will not 
cause haemophilia,” he 
said. . * 


Cr. Carlsson: “It’s not 
fair to say- fluoride _ will 
make the water unclean.” 





The motion was passed 
by eight votes to one with 
Cr. Weaver voting against.

Memories in 
tent folds 


Harold Morwick, sat in his workshop amidst the. canvas folds 


of a half-made tent, and thought back over the different 
faces and changes he had seen in the city during the past 70 


years. 


“I remember when 
sailocs went wild 
when they hit Wil 
liamstown, and there 
were knife fights in 
the streets. In those 
days there were 
Chinese laundries, 
fish shops, and stores 
full of clothes for 
seamen ali along Here 
in Nelson Place,” he 
said, looking rather 
sadly out into the 
quiet street. 

Mr. Morwick wont’ 
admit to any age — “If I 
let you write that,” he 
said, “everyone would 
point ‘at me and ask if I 
was really as old as all 
that.” 

He took: over the sail- 
making business at 137 
Nelson Place, from his} 
father in 1940. He had 
learnt the trade as a boy, 
before joining the Rail- 
ways as an upholsterer, 
and later running an or- 
chard near Swan Hill. 

“By-and-large, the day 
of the smal] business like 
mine is over,” he said. “I 
make quite a good living 
by catering for a demand 
where big firms have no 
interest.” 

Mr. Morwick maintains 
that his tent-renting busi- 
ness is very lucrative, 
mainly because he lives 
above his workshop, and 
is home at weekends and 
evenings to, handle the 
trade.
